CBS-TV network paid a Fair 
Play for Cuba organizer, accord- 
ing to sworn testimony before 
Sen. Eastland's subcommittee 
Apr. 25, 1961. Richard T. Gib- 
son, 788 Columbia Ave., NYC, ad- 
mitted that he was receiving mo- 
ney in the form of a "fellow- 
ship" passed through tax-free 
CBS Foundation. Gibson, in his 
thirties, is hardly a misguided 
Juvenile. He helped arrange for 
ACLU and SCEF speakers to appear 
at Fair Play propaganda meet- 
ings. 

CBS is headed by William S. 
Paley (or Palinsky), a second 
generation Russian. Gibson re- 
ceived the money at the time he 
was active in the revolutionist 
group. (See Nov. 20 Councilor) 



Councilor has been exposing 
share leaders with the Fair Play 
organization. 

Someone in New Orleans re- 
cruited Oswald into conmunist 
activity, and someone there 
helped him make arrangements for 
a mysterious trip to Mexico.

(7) Most newspapers have ig- 
nored Oswald's admission of mem- 
bership in the ACLU. (American 
Civil Liberties Union) 

(8) Only a few papers have 
admitted that the president was 
killed by dum-dum bullets and 
the bullet fired into Oswald was 
probably a dum-dum. Signifi- 
cance of this factor will be 
known in the near future. 

(9) Only a few papers admit, 
the role of Fair Play for Cuba 
as sponsors of the so-called 



Freedom Rides 18 months ago, and 
that many of the riders trained 
in Havana.

(14) Three difficult shots in 
3 seconds must be fired by a 
skilled marksman who knows his 
rifle and its scope, and one who 
ha9 practiced recently. Who 
drove Oswald out past the end of 
the city bus lines so he could 
zero his new telescopic sights?
